She then asked if I would give her 
the committee members. I told her I wanted to check to make sure the 
list I had was correct and that I would send her one. 
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I |On referral from Charles Kane, D/OS, 

spoke with John Anderson, GAO, who wanted information on Agency personnel 
and budget for a study being performed for Senator Charles H. Percy (R. , 111. ) 
on investigative, police, and intelligence agencies. Anderson claimed that 
in line with Mr. Cary's conversation with Val Bielecki, Assistant Regional 
Manager of GAO, GAO attorneys were reviewing cites to our legislation 
given by Mr. Cary designed to protect this type if information but that he 
would like to nave a meeting or an exchange of correspondence at this 
time for use in reporting to Senator Percy on the problem GAO faces in 
obtaining information and data from the Agency for him. Anderson agreed 
this might be putting the cart before the horse but he felt that the GAO 
attorneys would not be able to come up with a sufficiently conclusive 
opinion to be able to use with Senator Percy in this regard. I stressed that 
we were not denying Senator Percy information and that any report to 
the Senator by GAO should make that point clearly, but that what we are 
confronted with is the traditional manner in which four committees of the 
Congress have traditionally exercised exclusive oversight of these very 
areas for a number of years. In connection with this latter point, I told 
Anderson I would see what we had on congressional guidelines which we could 
share with him and in the alternative the possibility that he might also go 
to our congressional committees to receive confirmation of these guidelines.
